New Yoiik, Aug. 3.— The Journal 
and Advertiser Wednesday says: 
ola Teslu ha* just announced the 
pletion of his latest discovery 
simultaneous transmission of mesj 
by means of the earth's elce'rical cur- 
rents to as many scattered poiuts on 
the surface of the globe as may be de- 
sired. This he regards us by far his 
greatest achievement He will follow 
his usual custom and lay nil 
information before tho. world o 
science in bis own words ant 
accompanied by hia own com 
putatious and conclusions. To a fev 
intimates lie gave a thrilling demon 
stration of the operation of his devia 
for arresting and subjecting to contro 
under natural laws the electrical sub 
stances in and about the eartli Hi 
latest invention, device or discovery ii 
to produce such a disturbance of the 
electricity of the earth which can be 
felt and noted simultaneously at all 
parts of the globe. 

Tesla had his rooms in the labor- 
atory on Houston street darkened. 
From the room adjoining the one in 
which he and his visitors stood a cur- 
rent was turned on invisibly. A huge 
black disk hung on a frame about 
eight feet in diameter, from the cen- 
ter of which protruded a brass 
electrode seven inches in diameter. As 
the group gazed at this the department 
was filled with a cracking sound, 
which increased till it sounded like the 
rattle of musketry, bright flames shot 
from the electrode, not from pole tt 
pole, as in ordinary demonstrations 
Like fierv serpents the wavj 
coils of flame darted in gracefu 
lines around the disk. The longes 1 
sparks were tully eight feet from thi 
point where they burst into dazilinj 
brilliancy to the vanishing point Thi 
electrical sparks were undoubtedly 
the longest flashes of light ever pro- 
duced by similar means. It seemed 
like a territic lightning display, with 
the snapping, craokling sound dis- 
placing the reverberation of Heaven' 
artillery, and all remarked the weir 
and awing effect of the exhibition.
